A TEENAGER wearing wrist¬ 
bands showing support for chari¬ 
ties that care for injured service¬ 
men has been threatened with 
detention for breaking his school’s 
dresscode. 

Alex Bird, 14, a student at Ep¬ 
som and Ewell High School in 
Ruxley Lane, Epsom, and his 
brothers Christopher, 17, and Dan¬ 
iel, 13, spend their pocket money 
on bracelets supporting charities 
including Help for Heroes, the 
Alzheimer’s Society and the Pop¬ 
py Appeal. 


They have done so for more than 
two years. 

However last month Alex was 
ordered to remove the bands or 
face detention by teachers who 
reminded him his bracelets are 
against the school dress code. 

His father, Steve Bird, of Fend- 
all Road, Epsom, says the school’s 
actions are discouraging students 
from philanthropy and are preju¬ 
dicial against other charities. 

Mr Bird said: “My wife and I are 
very proud that our children have 
decided that this is something 
they want to spend our money 
on. 

“The school say they are ‘jewel¬ 
lery’, but they aren’t. ‘Jewellery’ is 
for adornment. 


“I think it is terrible that by 
their actions, the school is preju¬ 
dicing the charity. The whole point 
is that people see the bands and 
then look up the charity later.” 

Alex Russell, head teacher at 
Epsom and Ewell High School, 
said the school supports various 
charities through fundraising 
events including cake sales and 
mufti days. 

He also pointed to the school’s 
own EEHS Africa charity and con¬ 
tinued support of its “nominated 
charity” Cancer Research UK as 
proof that the school does not dis¬ 
courage philanthropy. 

Mr Russell also highlighted 
part of the school’s uniform code 
which reads ‘Personal bracelets 


and rings cannot be worn’. 

He said: “We have a very clear 
policy on jewellery and bands 
of any description and no brace¬ 
lets, unless they are for religious 
reasons. 

“We consider charity bands 
to be part and parcel of that. We 
are not picking on any particular 
charity. It is about smartness and 
consistency We have to make sure 
we are fair. 

“If the children want to wear 
these bands, they have ample op¬ 
portunity to do so in their own 
time.” 

Despite the warnings Alex has 
refused to remove the bands. As of 
yet he has yet to be punished with 
detention.

Crossrail planners confirm that 
services to capital are remaining

CROSSRAIL 2 planners have con¬ 
firmed services from Epsom to Lon¬ 
don Victoria and London Bridge will 
be retained but would not comment 
on whether Oyster might be extended 
to Epsom following the first round of 
consultations launched on the mul¬ 
ti-million pound project. 

Planners responded to concerns 
raised in a public consultation for 
the new rail line in a report released 
last week. 

The report, released on Friday, 
July 8, confirms that Crossrail 2 will 
not extend to Leatherhead or Dork¬ 
ing, as both stations already have di¬ 
rect services to Waterloo and it would 
increase journey times for people 
travelling into London. 

It adds that direct services to Wa¬ 
terloo from Ashtead, Leatherhead 


and beyond will be retained, as well 
as services from Epsom and beyond 
via Sutton to Victoria and London 
Bridge. 

Eight trains per hour in each direc¬ 
tion will run on the Epsom branch, 
which includes Worcester Park, 

Stoneleigh and Ewell West stations. 

These will be a mixture of Cross¬ 
rail 2 and Waterloo services, with a 
minimum of four Crossrail 2 trains 
per hour calling at all stations. 

But crucially the report did not 
commit to extending Oyster services 
to all stations, and says that it antici¬ 
pates to continue whatever fares and 
ticketing structures are already in 
place when Crossrail 2 opens. 

The consultation ran from October 
27, 2015 until January 8, 2016, and re¬ 
ceived nearly 21,000 responses on the 
occasionally controversial proposals. 

An updated set of proposals is due 
to be released this autumn before an¬ 
other round of public consultations.

Delays despite reduced rail timetable 


COMMUTERS still faced delays 
despite Southern Rail cutting 
nearly 350 trains a day as part 
of a revised timetable which 
was rolled out this week. 

Southern said the temporary 
measure of cutting 341 trains a 
day for a month would make ser¬ 
vices more “resilient”. 

Passengers vented their col¬ 
lective spleen on Twitter as 
services failed to arrive, while 
hundreds of disgruntled rail 
users staged a demonstration 
at London Victoria on Monday. 
Mayor of London Sadiq Khan 
also called for the operator to be 
stripped of its franchise. 


Last month the service was 
ranked as the worst in the coun¬ 
try for passenger satisfaction 
following a survey by commut¬ 
er watchdog Transport Focus. 
In May a survey by regulators 
at the Office of Rail and Road 
found that Govia Thameslink 
Railway (GTR), which also runs 
Thameslink trains and the Gat- 
wick Express service, had the 
worst punctuality in the coun¬ 
try in the year to March 2016. 

GTR blames high levels of 
staff sickness as well as indus¬ 
trial action by the Rail, Mari¬ 
time and Transport (RMT) un¬ 
ion in a dispute over the role of 


conductors for its poor service. 
The union said the company 
was “now way beyond a joke for 
both passengers and staff alike” 
and branded it “sickening and 
cowardly” for pointing the fin¬ 
ger at employees. 

Southern’s passenger servic¬ 
es director Alex Foulds said: 
“We are introducing this tem¬ 
porary weekday revised time¬ 
table with reluctance but it is 
the best thing we can do for our 
passengers who have been suf¬ 
fering daily cancellations ever 
since this dispute with the RMT 
began, and for which we are sin¬ 
cerely sorry.” 
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Local Plan will see homes built around Horseshoe area of Banstead and Kingswood station 

Town must accommodate new 
homes in order to meet demand

CLOSE to 200 homes could be 
built in an area of Banstead 
over the next decade as part 
of plans to meet rising de¬ 
mand in the area. 

Up to 180 new homes could 
be built in The Horseshoe 
area of the town, alongside 
youth and community facil¬ 
ities. The plans could also 
see Banstead Community 
Centre developed under a 
borough-wide plan being dis¬ 
cussed by councillors tonight 
(July 14). 

The area surrounding 
Kingswood station could also 
see 35 new homes, as part of 
Reigate and Banstead Bor¬ 
ough Council’s Local Plan. 

The council’s Executive is 
being asked to consider the 
next part of the council’s 
Development Management 
Plan (DMP), which would up¬ 
date the council’s Local Plan. 
Through the Local Plan - and 
by extension, through the 
DMP - the council hopes to 


“preserve, conserve and en¬ 
hance the traditional charac¬ 
ter of the borough”. 

The DMP includes pro¬ 
posed policies to shape future 
developments, housing and 
retail sites, and green spac¬ 
es, as well as guidelines on 
cemeteries, travellers’ sites, 
and flood prevention over the 
next 10 years. 

The council believes it 
needs to build, on average, 
460 new homes a year to keep 
up with demand. The major¬ 
ity of these would be built 
in areas identified for regen¬ 
eration such as Preston and 
Merstham, and the borough’s 
main towns of Redhill, Rei¬ 
gate, Banstead and Horley 

Cllr Tony Schofield, Exec¬ 
utive Member for Planning 
Policy, said: “The borough 
needs more new homes 
because people are living 
longer and they are living in 
smaller households. Reigate 
and Banstead is also a desira¬ 
ble place to live and this adds 
to the demand for houses. A 
shortage of housing means 
that house prices are beyond 
the reach of many and that 


local businesses struggle to 
find local workers who can 
afford to live in the area. 

“As a council we will need 
to make some difficult deci¬ 
sions about how to balance 
providing new housing, 
growing the economy and 
protecting the environment. 

“Without a plan, specula¬ 


tive applications by develop¬ 
ers could be decided by Gov¬ 
ernment Planning Inspectors 
at appeal and we are keen to 
avoid this.” 

If approved, a 10-week 
public consultation would be 
held between August 1 and 
October 10 on the DMP. A 
further round of public con¬ 


sultation (Regulation 19) on 
the draft DMP is planned for 
spring 2017. 

Following this, an exami¬ 
nation in public will be held, 
chaired by an independent 
planning inspector, before 
the DMP can be adopted by 
the council. For more visit

PLANS REJECTED: An outline 
planning application for massive 
redevelopment on the old 
Toby Jug site neighbouring the 
borough has once again been 
refused. Kingston councillors 
voted to reject developer Meyer 
Bergman’s proposal for 705 
homes, a doctor’s surgery, nurs¬ 
ery and shop on the biggest 
brownfield site in Tolworth. The 
European investment company 
bought the land last year from 
Tesco after the supermarket 
chain failed to gain planning 
permission for various plans 
over more than a decade. The 
impact the extra homes would 
have had on traffic near and 
around Tolworth roundabout 
and the density of the build¬ 
ings were the main reasons 
for refusal. The developer was 
commended for proving 705 
homes could be put on the site 
without building huge tower 
blocks, after architects removed 
the two tallest 15 and 18-storey 
high-rises. A Meyer Bergman 
representative said: “This 
proposal is deliverable and will 
bring life back to Tolworth. It 
will provide the homes and jobs 
that are going to be needed. It 
has extremely strong planning 
merits.”

Developer splashes out to transform 
former toilets from dump to delight 


A HOMEBUYER has 
spent a penny on a 
home in Ewell that used 
to be a public toilet. 

Needles, drug par¬ 
aphernalia, vermin, 
asbestos and litter had 
to be removed from the 
former toilets before 
they were converted 
into two small, semi-de¬ 
tached homes - one of 
which has been sold for 
nearly £300,000. 

A developer said it 
was only a “matter of 
time” before horrific 
attacks including abuse 
or rape took place in¬ 
side the dirty building 
opposite Bourne Hall 
in Ewell. 

Developers Cannon- 
side bought the 0.019- 
acre lot in London 
Road, Ewell for £80,000 
from Epsom and Ew¬ 
ell Borough Council 
in 2012, and built two 


small homes there. 
One of the homes - de¬ 
scribed on Rightmove 
as “stunning, stylish 
and contemporary” - 
was sold this week for 
£285,000. 

The homes have 
one bedroom, en-suite 
showers, downstairs 
cloakrooms, a court¬ 
yard garden enclosed 
by a brick wall, under¬ 
floor heating, and of 
course, a toilet. 

David Greaney, of 
Cannonside, said the 
clean-up and closure 
of the public bathroom 
has improved the com¬ 
munity. 

He said: “We found 
all kinds of materials 
which suggested the 
site was being used for 
things it shouldn’t have 
been. There were nee¬ 
dles, drugs packages, 
vermin, asbestos, litter.

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Independent councillor labels policing of spend ‘appalling’ 

Councirs agency staff 
cost soars by £2.5m

SURREY County Council’s 
(SCC) spending on agency staff 
soared by £2.5 million last year 
and the authority has no policy 
to regulate the hiring of tempo¬ 
rary staff, it has been revealed. 

SCC spent more than £13m on 
the workers in 2015-16 and in one 
case paid an IT manager a pro 
rata salary of £105,750 - more 
than double the going rate for a 
permanent member of staff. 

Temporary social care work¬ 
ers contracted by Surrey Coun¬ 
ty Council accounted for nearly 
two thirds its agency bill for 
2015-16. 

Of the £13,717,838 the council 
spent on temporary staff that 
financial year, £8,831,268 was 
spent on social care workers. 

To combat this and try and en¬ 
tice permanent staff to join, the 
authority even set aside £2m last 
year for a social worker recruit¬ 
ment drive, and in June said it 
would offer a £15,000 ‘golden hel¬ 
lo’ to prospective employees. 

A council spokesman declined 



Councillor Eber Kington slammed 
the agency staff bill 


to say when SCC would create 
and implement an official policy 
on agency recruitment. 

An internal audit showed as 
long ago as September 2014 that 
it needed to slash its agency bill. 

An update to the authority’s 
overview board, whose role is to 
scrutinise budgets and services, 
last week, said there are “expec¬ 
tations that agency workers are 


used as a temporary or measure 
of last resort”. 

The board will be given an 
update on the level of agency 
spending, and the steps being 
taken to address it, in November. 

Independent councillor Eber 
Kington said the failure to police 
the spending was “appalling”. 

He added: “That money is 
seeping out to pay the agency 
staff, when it could be used to 
pay for other services. 

“We will want to see that there 
has been progress in reducing 
the number of agency staff and 
in reducing the cost.” 

An SCC spokesman comment¬ 
ed: “We support vulnerable chil¬ 
dren and adults across Surrey 
and the number needing our 
help is rising at a time when our 
funding from the government is 
being reduced and there are na¬ 
tional shortages of social work¬ 
ers. 

“We’re taking a series of steps 
to recruit more of our own staff 
such as launching a children’s 
social worker recruitment cam¬ 
paign and doubling the size of 
our social worker academy to 
help us grow our own work¬ 
force.”

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Concerns over shortage of 
nurses after vote for Brexit 


NHS hospitals are facing a 
nursing shortage that could 
persist for years, a report 
has warned. 

The report by the Institute 
for Employment Studies, 
released earlier this month, 
warned that an ageing work¬ 
force and poor planning had 
hit nursing numbers. 

It also warned that uncer¬ 
tainty over the recent EU 
referendum vote and the 
government’s decision to re¬ 
move the student nurse bur¬ 
sary would create a degree 
of uncertainty in recruit¬ 
ment figures. 

The study also recognised 
there have been “cyclical 
patterns of nursing short¬ 
ages,” but also claimed that 
recruiting from abroad had 
become a ‘policy solution’ for 
the NHS in England. 

More than a quarter of 
Epsom and St Helier’s 2,168 
nurses now come from over¬ 
seas following a recruitment 
drive by the trust last year. 

The trust has 631 nurses 
from 57 different countries, 
the vast majority from the 
Philippines, Spain, Italy, Ire¬ 
land and India. 

A spokeswoman for Ep¬ 
som and St Helier said: “We 


aim to support all staff as 
they settle in to working at 
our hospitals. 

“For people joining us 
from overseas, we offer 
an induction programme, 
which includes guidance 
about working and living in 
England. 

“That’s in addition to all 
of the usual management 
support you would expect, 
including appraisals, devel¬ 
opment opportunities and 
access to a wide range of 
training. 

“We can also offer emo¬ 
tional support to our staff 
through their line managers 
and our dedicated occupa¬ 
tional health department, 
should they feel they need it. 

“We are also planning to 
launch a ‘buddy system’ for 
future overseas recruits, 
which will see a member of 
established nursing staff be¬ 
ing paired with a new recruit 
to help them settle in. 

“Before January this 
year, nurses did not need to 
complete the International 
English Language Testing 
System (IELTS) test in order 
to register with the nursing 
regulator, the Nursing and 
Midwifery Council (NMC).

“The nurses we recruited 
before this time were given 
substantial support and paid 
study time to improve their 
English language skills. We 
employed a full-time quali¬ 
fied English language tutor 
to support this, and a part- 
time teacher where neces¬ 
sary to help.” 

The report also warned 
fewer student nurses are 
entering the profession and 
will not replace the one in 


three nurses across the NHS 
who are due to retire in the 
next 10 years. It claimed that 
workforce planners should 
have been aware of this. 

Epsom and St Helier em¬ 
ploys 506 nurses aged 50 
and over who will be able to 
claim their retirement pen¬ 
sion at 60 if they so wish. 

Royal College of Nursing 
chief executive Janet Davies 
said: “This report makes so¬ 
bering reading and it is clear 
that without urgent action 
the UK is heading for a ma¬ 
jor nursing shortage.” 

She added that Britain 
leaving the EU could create 
further problems. 

A Department of Health 
spokesman said: “We need 
more home-grown nurses in 
the NHS because they do an 
amazing job, but currently 
two thirds of people who ap¬ 
ply to become a nurse aren’t 
accepted for training. 

“Our plans mean up to 
10,000 more training places 
by the end of this parlia¬ 
ment, with student nurses 
getting around 25 per cent 
more financial support 
whilst they study” 

He added: “EU workers are 
a crucial part of our NHS.”

Councillors vote overwhelmingly to set sum aside for project 

Masterplan allocated 
£1m despite concern

ONE million pounds will be al¬ 
located to an ambitious project 
to transform Leatherhead, but 
some councillors have reserva¬ 
tions about the plan and future 
of the historic market town. 

Mole Valley District Council 
voted to set aside the funds for 
the Transform Leatherhead pro¬ 
ject at a full council meeting on 
Tuesday. 

The project includes plans for 
a vibrant urban quarter, a reno¬ 
vated shopping centre, a simpli¬ 
fied road system and a new riv¬ 
erside park. 

Over 3,000 people have voiced 
their opinion on the Transform 
Leatherhead project since it was 
launched in March 2015. 

Transform Leatherhead also 
includes plans to develop the 
site at Bull Hill and renovate the 
Swan Centre, which was bought 
by the council in April. 

Thirty-four councillors voted 
to allocate £1 million in reserves 
to fund the project. 

One councillor abstained.

Cllr Howard Jones, executive 
member for town centres, said: 
“This is one of the biggest pro¬ 
jects that the council will have 
going on for a number of years. 

“We may have to make short¬ 
term decisions in terms of bid¬ 
ding for people’s services and we 
don’t want every single financial 
decision to go through this pro¬ 
cess. This will give the team flex¬ 


ibility as they put this project in 
motion.” 

A number of councillors were 
concerned about the project. 

Cllr Margaret Cooksey said: 
“We have welcomed the initia¬ 
tive from the start and support, 
and we do see much value in the 
draft Masterplan that has been 
produced. 

“Unfortunately, however, the 
document fails to identify a dis¬ 
tinctive vision for Leatherhead. 

“If Leatherhead is to thrive as 
more than a motorway junction 
and a convenient railway station 
for commuters it needs a real 
purpose.” 

Cllr Claire Malcolmson was 
concerned the project offered 
“nothing for leisure and the 
arts”. 

She said: “I’m concerned 
about the council and commer¬ 
cial rents going up. 

“I’m worried that it will en¬ 
danger a number of local busi¬ 
nesses and will lead to shop 
units being taken up by expen¬ 
sive, exclusive shops that only a 
few can afford to shop in.” 

The council will hold a final 
vote at an Executive meeting on 
Tuesday, July 19.

Guilty man thought undercover officer was 13-year-old girl 

Dad guilty of webcam 
sex act is spared jail

A MARRIED father from Epsom 
was spared jail after admitting 
masturbating on webcam in front 
of an undercover police officer 
he thought was a 13-year-old girl. 

Daniel Coxon, 41, of Ebbish- 
am Road, Epsom, was handed an 
18-month prison sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years at Guildford 
Crown Court last week. 

He was also ordered to sign 
the sex offenders’ register for 
five years, attend a 100-day pro¬ 
gramme for offenders and have 
computer software installed 
monitoring his online activity. 

Coxon was arrested at his 
home in Epsom on November 17, 
2015. He pleaded guilty to inten¬ 
tionally attempting to cause a 
13-year-old girl to look at an im¬ 
age of a person engaging in a sex¬ 
ual activity at Guildford Crown 
Court on June 10. 

Prosecuting, Lee Harris told 
the same court on Friday that 
Coxon had twice attempted to 
masturbate on webcam in front 
of who he thought was a 13-year- 
old girl he met on an online 
chatroom. The 13-year-old girl 
“Nina” was actually an undercov¬ 
er police officer from Liverpool 
using the user name ‘KUK13’. On 


December 12,2014, Coxon, posing 
as a 17-year-old boy and using 
the username DaveyD5432, told 
Nina: “I have nine inches on cam 
right now if you want to watch.” 
The undercover officer went of¬ 
fline at that point. 

Two and a half months lat¬ 
er Coxon, this time posing as a 
19-year-old using the name Wat- 
chlt, messaged the same officer, 
again posing as Nina. 

The officer reminded Coxon of 
her age, but he insisted she mas¬ 
turbate on webcam and asked her 
to show him her breasts. 

When the undercover officer 
replied that she did not have any, 
Coxon replied: “That can be hot 
too.’’Again, the undercover of¬ 
ficer made her excuses and aban¬ 
doned the conversation. 

In a third conversation on 
April 9, Coxon revealed him¬ 
self to who he thought was the 
13-year-old girl called Nina. 

After more sexualised con¬ 
versation Coxon then appeared 
on camera only visible from 
the neck down, wearing a black 
t-shirt and masturbating. After 
30 seconds he turned the webcam 
off, complaining that “he could 
not see her”. 

Mr Harris added: “He said he 
knew the girls were underage 
and had got into a position where 
he couldn’t stop it. 

“He was addicted to it. In his 


interview he was extremely re¬ 
morseful. He was pleased he had 
been arrested because it had 
come to an end. 

“He didn’t have a sexualised 
conversation with anyone under 
13, but did accept that he had a 
conversation with people of that 
age.” 

Defending, Rod Hayler told the 
court that after his arrest Coxon 
had sought the help of the Lucy 
Faithfull Foundation - a charity 
with headquarters in Epsom that 
works with abusers to prevent 
the sexual abuse of children - 
and participated in group thera¬ 
py sessions. 

“Mr Coxon was concerned that 
he might commit a more serious 
offence - a contact offence,” he 
said. 

“He was pleased that he had 
been arrested because it had 
brought his disgraceful behav¬ 
iour to a stop. 

“He was scared of where his 
behaviour might have brought 
him otherwise. 

“This is a man doing what he 
can to put right his wrongs and 
(a man) demonstrating a motiva¬ 
tion to understand what he has 
done and to change. 

“This is a man for whom reha¬ 
bilitation is a realistic prospect.”

MP ‘not given job by May’ 


EPSOM and Ewell MP Chris 
Grayling has confirmed he has 
not been offered a cabinet role by 
new prime minister Theresa May 
after he backed her leadership 
campaign. 

Mrs May was the last candi¬ 
date remaining on the Conserv¬ 
ative party’s leadership ballot 
after rival MP Andrea Leadsom 
withdrew from the race. 

After initial coyness about 
who he would support for the 
premiership, Mr Grayling even¬ 
tually came out in support of 
Mrs May. She was officially an¬ 


nounced as Prime Minister yes¬ 
terday, July 13. 

“She has offered me no job at 
all,” he told Sky News earlier in 
the day 

“When I first sat down with 
her, I said the one thing I am not 
doing is asking for a job, and 
you shouldn’t offer anybody a 
job. If you have given away lots 
of promises during a leadership 
campaign it can tie your hands 
in doing the right thing for the 
country 

“She will pick the right people 
for the job.”

Inspectors pleased with improvements after damning report 

Care home praised for 
'encouraging’ progress

A CARE home has made pro¬ 
gress after an inspection earlier 
this year found residents felt 
vulnerable, scared and were at 
risk of serious lung infection, 
but watchdogs believe it still “re¬ 
quires improvement”. 

Milner House Care Home in 
Emryn Way, Leatherhead was 
re-inspected in June after a Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) re¬ 
port in May found residents “did 
not feel listened to or valued”. 

Inspectors visited the home 
again on June 19 after the health 
watchdog “received a number of 
concerns in relation to the way 
people had been treated by staff 
at Milner House”. 

Michelle Sampang, regional 
director of Care UK, which runs 
the care home, was “encour¬ 
aged” by the most recent report, 
despite the persisting “require 
improvement” rating. 

The new report, published on 
June 28, read: “The action taken 
by the provider had improved the 
way people received their care. 


“Whilst people and relatives 
highlighted the difficulties at¬ 
tached to the use of a large num¬ 
ber of different staff, people told 
us that they felt safer now. 

“We observed lots of positive 
interactions between people and 
staff and the atmosphere in the 
service was significantly more 


relaxed and friendly. 

“People said that staff were 
kinder to them and nobody told 
us that they felt scared.” 

However, despite the home’s 
progress, inspectors still found 
that it “requires improvement” 
and highlighted shortcomings in 
providing individualised care.

DESPITE her early exit in the 
European Championships, 
Epsom & Ewell AC’s Rosie 
Clarke says she will learn 
from the experiences of com¬ 
peting in her very first senior 
major event.

“It’s tough, but I’ll learn 
from it.” 

Meanwhile, Clarke’s club- 
mates sit on top of the Divi¬ 
sion Three South East table 
in the Southern Athletics 
League with just one meeting 
remaining, thanks mostly to 
the antics of Diana Norman. 

They finished second in 
last weekend’s meeting at 
Twickenham, but they are 
still nine points ahead of 
Eastbourne Rovers in the 
overall standings. 

Norman won the 800m, 

1,500m steeplechase, long 
jump, triple jump, shot put 
and javelin in the A string 
competition. 

There were also A-string 
wins for John Andrews in the 
pole vault, Isabel Brinsden in 
the 1,500m and Sue Dassie in 
the pole vault.
